data transmitters stationary disposed along said guide way and provided with data; data 
acquisition units mounted on the vehicle and used for scanning the data transmitters and for 
supplying data signals; and an evaluation device connected to said data acquisition units for 
evaluating the data signals, at least two of the data acquisition units are connected to the 
evaluation device, wherein the evaluation device has an output for delivering safe status signals 
when and as long as at least two data acquisition units supply matching data, and wherein the 
data transmitters comprise second position transmitters provided with relative location data; 
wherein at least two stationary disposed data transmitters are mounted at the guide way and that 
the vehicle comprises at least four data acquisition units assigned in pairs to said data 
transmitters; wherein the second information transmitters are comprised of long-stators of long- 
stator linear motors for driving said vehicle, said long-stators being comprised of grooves and 
teeth and disposed along said guide way; and wherein the evaluating device is so configured that 
the reliable status signals are only generated if a majority of the data acquisition units supplies
